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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


The factors indicating the trend of economic conditions averaged slightly 
higher in May than in the preceding month. Declines were shown in whole- 
sale prices and business operations. The money factors including capitalized 
bond yields and bank deposits rose to a higher position while common stock 
prices also averaged slightly higher than in the preceding month. The index 
of wholesale prices dropped from 82-3 in April to 80-3 in the month under 
review. After showing a decline during April and the early weeks of May, 
the index has shown a steady tendency at slightly above 80 p.c. of the 1926 
level. Non-metallic minerals and chemicals recorded a gain in May while 
six other main groups reached a lower position. Dominion Government 
bonds rose to a new high point for the present century during the month under 
review. Bank deposits recorded a gain at the beginning of May, slightly 
greater than normal for the season. While the weekly trend of common stock 
prices was downward during May, the index averaged higher at 99-7 against 
97-9 in April. 

The index of the physical volume of business dropped 2 points to 110-7. 
Despite the reaction from April, after seasonal adjustment, many of the 46 
factors entering into the compilation reached a high position relative to the same 
month of the post-war period. Exports of copper at 59 million pounds were 
greater than in any other month. The outward movement of nickel at nearly 
17 million pounds was higher than in any other May excepting 1937. Zinc 
exports were 32 million pounds against 20 million, the increase being greater 
than seasonal expectations. Gold shipments from Canadian mines were some- 
what below the high level of the preceding month, the index receding 10 points 
to 273. Silver shipments adjusted for the exports from the Bank of Canada, 
were at a much lower level in May than in the preceding month. Declines 
were also shown in asbestos exports and bauxite imports although the move- 
ment of the latter was greater than in any other May. 

The manufacture of foodstuffs showed a gain in May, the index rising, 
after seasonal adjustment, to the highest point of the present year. The gain 
in the index over April was about 5} p.c. to 101-4. The manufacture of sugar 
was higher than in any other May since 1925. The operations of the meat- 
packing industry were nearly maintained at the high level of the preceding 
month, gains being recorded in the slaughterings of cattle and sheep. The 
production of creamery butter was higher than in any other May since 1932 
when monthly statistics were first compiled. Cheese exports were greater 
than in any May since 1928. A considerable gain was shown in canned salmon 
exports over the preceding month. The volume gain in tobacco releases was 
less than normal for the season, the index consequently dropping from 187 
to 169. The index of raw cotton consumption increased from 105 to 108-6, 
recession being less than normal for the season. Declines were shown in the 
imports of cotton yarn and wool. 

_ . The declining trend in the forestry industry was continued in May, the 
index dropping off from 100-4 to 91-9. The gain from April in newsprint 
production was slightly less than normal for the season, while woodpulp exports 
recorded an advance. The increase in the exports of planks and boards was 
more than normal for the season, the total having been about 125 million feet. 

The primary iron and steel industry was more active, increases having been 

shown in the production of steel ingots and pig iron. The automobile output 
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DOMINION REVENYES AND EXPENDITURES FOR THE LAST TWO FISCAL YEARS 
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was slightly more than maintained after the usual adjustment. Imports of 
petroleum were greater than in any other May, the total having been 133 
million gallons. Crude rubber imports moved up from 2-2 million to 5-7 
million pounds. 


Building permits were greater than in any May since 1931. Construction 
contracts awarded, however, showed a decline after seasonal adjustment and 
the general index for construction retreated from 57 to 49. The railway freight 
movement was slightly more than maintained after seasonal adjustment, the 
index advancing from 71-4 to 71-8. 


World Conditions 


World industrial production receded during April for the eight consecutive 
month. Output declined in Great Britain, United States, Germany, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Poland. Activity showed little change in most of the 
Scandinavian countries and in Latin America. During March, activity in- 
creased in Italy. 


The gold value of world trade in seventy-six countries registered a loss of 
2-3 p.c. from February to March. This brought the index to 42-1 p.c. of the 
1929 vaerage. World prices of leading raw materials and foodstuffs declined 
4 p.c. during April. The combined index of nine internationally traded com- 
modities fell to 60-2 p.c. of the 1928 average, the lowest level reached since 
June 1934. Wholesale prices again receded during April and May in the United 
States, Great Britain, Canada and Aweden, but advanced in France and Italy. 


The Budget 


The Minister of Finance in his budget statement of June 16, reported an 
over-all deficit for the past fiscal year of $13,775,000, considerably less than the 
$35,000,000 deficit originally anticipated. For the present fiscal year, it is 
estimated that national expenditures will exceed revenue by some $23,000,000. 
Declines are expected in customs and excise duties, sales tax and manufac- 
turers’ and special taxes, while income tax collections on 1937 incomes should 
be some $13 millions over those received on incomes of 1936. Some idea of 
the importance of government as the biggest business in the nation may be 
gained from the statement that the Dominion government expects to handle 
well over a billion dollars in receipts and expenditures during the present fiscal 
year, gross revenue totalling $502 millions while expenditures are estimated 
at $525 millions. 


In view of the current business situation, it was deemed unwise to attempt 
this year to wipe out a possible deficit by imposing further burdens upon indus- 
try and people generally. Tax changes were relatively few. The most impor- 
tant change proposed was the complete exemption from sales tax of the major 
products used for the building of houses, such as lumber, bricks, stone, paint, 
cement, lime, plumbing, furnaces, etc. It was hoped that these exemptions 
would help to restore normal construction activity, which has lagged consider- 
ably during the last eight years. 


No amendments to the customs tariff were proposed pending the satis- 
factory conclusion of negotiations now in progress. A chart and table are 
given on pages 6 and 8 outlining the principal statistics for the last two fiscal 
years. 


Newsprint Production 

Canada’s newsprint production totalled 207,678 tons in May, down 33-1 
p.c. from 310,650 for the corresponding month last year. The total during the 
first five months was 28-3 p.c. less than in the same period of 1937. The output 
in the elapsed portion of this year was 1,058,177 tons.

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Commodities: World stocks and prices 
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Contracts Awarded 

Building and engineering work showed increasing activity as the season 
progressed, total contract awards for May being 23-7 p.c. ahead of April. The 
Canadian total amounted to $18-6 million as compared with $15-0 million in 
the preceding month. Residential work covering 2,634 projects costing $7,722,400 
compared favorably with May, 1937, when there were 2,070 awards valued at 
$6,460,400. Commercial buildings also showed an increase from 649 jobs 
costing $5,044,000 in May, 1937, to 731 jobs costing $5,404,000 in May, 1938. 
There was a slight decrease in industrial work from $1,535,500 to $1,353,300 and 
a substantial decline in engineering activity. 


Wholesale Prices 

The decline in wholesale prices evident during April was continued during 
the first part of May. In later weeks resistance was shown to conditions of 
depression. Crop news had a considerable influence on wheat prices, prospects 
for North American crops being particularly good. The index fell from 83-9 
to 77-2, the lowest point since November, 1936. The trend of wheat prices on 
the Liverpool market was downward during May. For a time the dry weather 
in Europe helped to sustain prices and emphasis was laid on Italy’s recourse to 
flour mixtures. In the later part of the month rains proved beneficial in many 
parts of the Continent as well as in the United Kingdom, and the market showed 
pronounced weakness. Opinion in the United States is that there will be a 
total yield of one billion bushels compared with 874 million last season. Depressed 
conditions prevailed in the British market for lead, with prices the lowest since 
1935. The price of electrolytic copper showed decline during May, the market 
being dominated by the prevailing American depression. In view of the poor 
demand from consumers, values of spelter were increasingly difficult to main- 
tain. The British and export demand for nickel was quieter but prices remained 
unaltered. 


Cost of Living 

Moderate reductions in the prices of foods and fuel, partially offset by a 
fairly substantial advance in rentals resulted in a decline in the general cost of 
living index for Canada from 84-3 in April to 84-2 in May. The food group 
receded from 78-8 to 77-7, influenced by declines for eggs, butter, and potatoes. 
Meat prices generally averaged higher than in April. A reduction in the coal 
sub-index from 86-9 to 86-4, and in that for coke from 87-4 to 85-7, reduced 
the fuel index from 86-2 to 85-9. The rental survey for May showed rents to 
be still increasing gradually, the index for this group being 90-3 as compared 
with 89-0 in October. 


Relief 

About 169,000 fully employable persons were receiving non-agricultural 
relief last April, a decrease of 31 p.c. from April, 1937, when the total was 245,023. 
The standing in April showed a decrease of 3-3 p.c. from the preceding month. 

A preliminary grand total of persons on non-agricultural aid, including 
totally unemployables, partially employables and fully employables, together 
with all dependents of family heads was 632,000 last April, a decrease of 24-2 
p.c. from April, 1937, and a decrease of 3-2 p.c. from last March. Early April 
figures showed 90,000 farmers receiving agricultural material aid. These, 
together with their families, accounted for a farm population of 406,000. 


Retail Sales 

Retail sales in Canada during April gained 17 p.c. over March and were 
four p.c. higher than in April, 1937, according to returns from a representative 
number of firms in 13 lines of business. Candy store sales increased 61 p.c. 
over April last year, variety stores 14; groceries and meats, nine; women’s cloth- 
ing, seven; dyers and cleaners, six; men’s clothing, five; and department stores, 
three.

MONTHLY REVIEW OF BUSINESS STATISTICS 


Departmental Store Sales 

Departmental store sales in Canada during May were eight p.c. lower than 
in May last year and approximately eight p.c. below the figure for April. The 
unadjusted index on the base 1930 = 100 was 73-3 compared with 79-9 for May, 
1937, and 79-5 for April, 1938. After adjustments for differences in number of 
business days and for seasonal variation, sales were seven p.c. lower than in 
May last year and about three p.c. below April this year. 


Canadian Failures 

Canada, according to Dun’s Review, reported in April the fewest number of 
failures for at least twenty years. There were only 47 with $502,000 liabilities 
compared with 101 in March with $1,221,000 liabilities, and 87 a year ago with 
liabilities of $438,000. The drop of over half from last month in both numbers 
and indebtedness occurred equally in the large cities and in the less thickly 
populated sections. Nine of the sixteen cities reported no failures. The drop 
was also spread throughout industry, with a decrease of 38 p.c. in manufacturing 
and 58 p.c. in retail trade, and similar decreases in the smaller groups. 


Dividend Payments 

Dividend payments by 88 Canadian corporations this month aggregated 
$68-6 million according to an unofficial compilation. This compared with 
$70,401,980 reported in June, 1937, and represented a decline of $1,767,244, 
which was more than accounted for by the omission of Lake Shore’s extra amount- 
ing to $2 million. 

For the first six months of 1938, it was estimated that total dividend 
distributions approximated $145-6 million which compared with $138-6 million 
in the first half of 1937. This indicated an increase of more than $7 million or 
5 p.c. 

Sales and Purchases of Securities 

The volume of Canada’s international trade in securities was lower in April, 
approximating the amount for February. Total sales were $20,319,370 and 
total purchases $25,112,641. Total purchases exceeded total sales for the first 
time in six months. Over 67 p.c. of all transactions were in Canadian securities, 
in which securities the bulk of net purchases were concentrated. 

During the first four months this year the volume of Canada’s international 
trade in securities exceeded $221 million. Total sales were $112,899,655 and 
total purchases $108,647,826. Net sales to all countries were more than $4 
million; net sales of Canadian common and preference stocks were about $9 
million; sales of United States stocks exceeded purchases by over $1-8 million. 


Dominion Revenues 

Total ordinary revenue of the Dominion Government rose to $113-9 
million in May, an increase of $14-3 million over the same month of 1937, when 
it was $99-6 million. Special receipts added further to the total bringing it 
to nearly $114-0 million against about $100 million. Receipts for the month 
with figures for May in brackets, were as follows: Customs import duty, 
$7,293,106 ($8,712,926); excise duty, $4,463,487 ($4,329,850); excise taxes, 
sales and stamps, $14,408,125 ($15,525,160); income tax, $84,165,239 
($67,316,809); Post Office Department, $2,600,766 ($2,600,750); sundry 
departments, $966,402 ($1,115,074); special receipts, $95,828 ($371,720). 

Total ordinary expenditure of the Government was $38-7 million compared 
with $37-6 million in May, 1937. 


Conditions in the United States 

The volume of industrial activity in the United States declined further in 
May. The weekly rate of steel mill operations continued to drop, being at a 
level of only 26 p.c. of capacity in the last week of the month. Prices for major 
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non-ferrous metals fell,—copper from 10 to 9 cents per pound, lead from 4-50 to 
4 cents, and zinc from 4-15 to 4. The value of construction contracts awarded 
was not greatly altered in the month under review. The production of auto- 
mobiles declined after seasonal adjustment for the seventh consecutive month. 
Mill takings of silk dropped more than seasonally in May after having shown 
an adjusted increase during the preceding four months. Carloadings declined 
further reaching the lowest level for any month in the last five years after seasonal 
adjustment. The condition of the winter wheat crop improved, private esti- 
mates point to an output, including spring wheat, of about 1,070 million bushels. 
Providing this estimate is realized, a marked increase in stocks would be inevi- 
table. The output of electric power remained unchanged in May in accordance 
with seasonal expectations. A rally in the stock market culminated on May 9, 
after which there were continuous declines toward the end of the month. The 
public utility average showed a net gain of 1-2 p.c. during the month while the 
average for all stocks dropped 3-6 p.c. The stock market was inactive, specu- 
lative trading receding to the lowest point for any month in about 15 years, 
except for September, 1934. Treasury bonds were firm, the average yield 
declining from 2-15 p.c. to 2-13 p.c. 


Conditions in the United Kingdom 


Industrial production in the United Kingdom showed a greater decline than 
in the preceding month. The situation was affected by the persistent downward 
movement in world production, trade and prices, and by the steady fall in new 
investment for commercial purposes in the home market. The latest reports 
and statistics do not point to an early reversal of the downward trend in British 
business in spite of the growing defence expenditure. As a result of the recession 
in domestic industrial activity and in international trade, the output of coal 
showed a downward tendency. The output of iron and steel recorded a sudden 
decrease in production during April, the output of steel ingots and castings 
being lower than in any corresponding month since 1935. Stocks of many iron 
and steel mills had accumulated, the supply of tin plate being reduced by a 
drastic curtailment in output. The volume of new contracts placed for iron 
and steel in recent weeks was small, and there was indication that some consumers 
were curtailing delivery instructions under existing contracts. Contrary to 
earlier expectations, activity in the building and contracting trades was better 
maintained than in many other industries. Permits issued by 143 local authori- 
ties reveal a decline of less than 24 p.c. in the value of plans passed from the 
corresponding month of last year. Buyers of cotton products acted with extreme 
caution during the month owing to lack of confidence in current prices and ner- 
vousness with regard to the political situation. Operations of the rayon industry 
were depressed in recent weeks. Imports of raw wool were a trifle larger during 
the first four months than in the same period of 1937. 


The official index of industrial production in Great Britain showed an 
increase of 1-1 p.c. in the first quarter of the present year over the same period 
one year ago, but a drop of nearly 3 p.c. compared with the last quarter of 1937. 
The increase was the smallest recorded in any quarter during the last five years. 
The average annual rate of expansion in that period was about 83 p.c. Latest 
unemployment figures estimated on June 7, showed a rise of 31,041 in the 
month and 382,000 compared with a year ago. The unemployed at May 16, 
numbered 1,778,805, with a marked increase in the coal and cotton industries. 
The Labour Ministry attributed it partly to registration of juveniles who reached 
school-leaving age at Easter. Employed persons totalled 11,375,000 which is 
15,000 below the previous month.

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LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN MAI 


Les facteurs indiquant |’orientation de la situation économique donnent en mai une moyenne 
légérement plus forte que le mois précédent. Les prix de gros et les opérations commerciales 
accusent des déclias. Les facteurs monétaires, comprenant le rendement capitalisé des obliga- 
tions et les dépéts bancaires, s’élévent 4 une plus haute position, tandis que le cours des actions 
ordinaires également donne une moyenne légérement plus forte que le mois précédent. L/’indice 
des prix de gros tombe de 82-3 en avril 4 80-3 le mois sous revue. Aprés avoir montré un déclin 
en avril et les premiéres semaines de mai, |’indice fait preuve d’une tendance continuelle & se 
maintenir légérement au-dessus de 80 p.c. du niveau de 1926. Les métalloides et les produits 
chimiques enregistrent un gain en mai, tandis que les six autres groupes principaux font des 
pertes. Les obligations du gouvernement fédéral atteignent une nouvelle cime pour le siécle 
actuel au cours du mois sous revue. Les dépéts bancaires montrent au début de mai un gain 
un peu plus que normal pour Ja saison. Bien que le cours des actions ordinaires se soit orienté 
vers la baisse en mai, l’indice donne une moyenne plus élevée, 99-7 comparativement 4 97-9 
en avril. 

D’aprés les calculs préiiminaires, l’indice du volume physique des affaires perd deux points 
et s’établit 4 110-4. En dépit de la réaction sur avril, aprés ajustement saisonnier, plusieurs 
des 46 facteurs entrant dans la compilation atteignent une haute position par rapport au méme 
mois de la période de l’aprés-guerre. 

Les exportations de cuivre (59,000,000 de livres) sont plus considérables qu’en tout autre 
mois. Les expéditions de nickel (prés de 17,000,000 de iivres) sont plus fortes qu’en tout autre 
mois de mai, excepté celui de 1937. Les exportations de zinc donnent 32,000,000 de livres, 
contre 20,000,000 augmentation plus considérable que les perspectives saisonniéres. Les expé- 
ditions d’or des mines canadiennes sont un peu inférieures au haut niveau du mois précédent; 
indice perd 10 points et s’établit 4 273. En mai les expéditions d’argent, ajustées pour les 
exportations provenant de la Banque du Canada, occupent un niveau beaucoup plus bas que le 
mois précédent. Les exportations d’amiante et les importations de bauxite accusent également 
des déclins, bien que le mouvement de la bauxite soit plus considérable qu’en tout autre mois 
de mai. 

Les industries alimentaires montrent un gain en mai; aprés ajustement saisonnier, ]’indice 
s’éléve au plus haut point de l’année courante. Par rapport 4 avril l’indice fait un gain d’envi- 
ron 5. p.c. et s’établit 4 101-4. La fabrication de sucre est plus considérable qu’en tout autre 
mois de mai depuis 1925. Les opérations des abattoirs et salaisons se maintiennent & peu prés 
au haut niveau du mois précédent et les abatages de bétes 4 cornes et de moutons enregistrent 
des gains. La production de beurre de crémerie est plus considérable qu’en tout autre mois 
de mai depuis 1932, alors que les statistiques mensuelles ont été compilées pour la premieére fois. 
Les exportations de fromage sont plus fortes qu’en tout mois de mai depuis 1928. Les expor- 
tations de saumon ea bofte accusent un gain considérable sur le mois précédent. Les dédouane- 
ments de tabac sont moins que normaux pour la saison et, en conséquence, l’indice tombe ae 187 
4169. L’indice de la consommation de coton brut augmente de 105 a 108-6, la régression étant 
moins que normale pour la ssison. Les importations de coton filé et de laine montrent des 
déciins. 

Le ralentissement de J’industrie forestiére se continue en mai, |’indice reculant de 100-4 
491-9. Le gain sur avril dans la production de papier 4 journal est un peu moins que normal 
pour la saison, tandis que les exportations de pulpe de bois enregistrent une avance. L’augmen- 
tation des exportations de madriers et planches est plus que normale pour la saison, le total 
étant d’environ 125,000,000 de pieds. 

L’industrie primaire du fer et de |’acier est plus active et la productior d’acier en lingots 
et de fonte en gueuse accuse des augmentations. La production d’automobiles fait plus que se 
maintenir, aprés ajustement saisonnier. Les importations de pétrole sont plus considérables 
qu’en tout autre mois de mai et forment un total de 133,000,000 de gallons. Les importations 
de caoutchouc brut passent de 2,200,000 a 5,700,000 livres. 
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Les permis de b&tir sont plus considérables qu’en tout mois de mai depuis 1931. Les con- 
trats de construction, toutefois, montrent un déclin aprés ajustement saisonnier et l’indice géné- 
ral de la construction rétrograde de 57 4 49. Le trafic-marchandises des chemins de fer fait 
plus que se maintenir aprés ajustement saisonnier et l’indice avance de 71-4 a 71-8. 


Situation mondiale 

La production industrielle mondiale rétrograde en avril pour le huitiéme mois consécutif. 
Elle décline en Grande-Bretagne, aux Etats-Unis, en Allemagne, en France et en Pologne. 
L’activité offre peu de changements dans la plupart des pays scandinaves et en Amérique Latine. 
En mars eile s’est accélérée en Italie. 

La valeur-or du commerce mondial de soixante-seize pays enregistre une perte de 2-3 p.c. 
de février 4 mars, ce qui porte l’indice 4 42-1 p.c. de la moyenne de 1929. En avril les prix 
mondiaux des principales matiéres premiéres et denrées alimentaires déclinent de 4 p.c. L’in- 
dice combiné de neuf denrées de commerce international fléchit 4 60-2 p.c. de la moyenne de 
1928, le plus bas niveau depuis juin 1934. Les prix de gros reculent encore en avril et en mai 
aux Etats-Unis, en Grande-Bretagne, au Canada et en Suéde, mais avancent en France et en 
Italie. 

Le budget 

Le ministre des Finances, dans son état budgétaire du 16 juin, déclare un déficit to*al de 
$13,775,000 pour la derniére année fiscale, ce qui est beaucoup moins que le déficit de $35,000,000 
d’abord prévu. Pour l'année fiscale courante il est estimé que les dépenses nationales surpasse- 
ront les recettes d’environ $23,000,000. On anticipe des déclins des droits de douane et d’accise, 
de Is. taxe de vente, des taxes sur les manufacturiers et des taxes spéciales, tandis que la percep- 
tion de l’impét sur les revenus de 1937 devrait excéder de $13,000,000 les rentrées sur les revenus 
de 1936. On peut se faire une idée de l’importance du gouvernement comme la plus grande 
entreprise du pays en se basant sur la déclaration que le gouvernement fédéral s’attend de manu- 
tentionner bien au dela d'un billion de dollars en recettes et dépenses au cours de l’année fiscale 
courante, les recettes brutes s’élevant 4 $502,000,000, tandis que les dépenses sont estimées 4 
$525,000,000. 

En considération de la situation courante des affaires, il a été jugé peu sage de tenter d’effacer 
cette année un déficit possible en imposant d’autres charges 4 |’industrie et au public en général. 
Les changements de la taxation sont relativement peu nombreux. Le plus important change- 
ment proposé est l’exemption compléte de la taxe de vente des principaux produits employés 
dans la construction des maisons, comme le bois d’ceuvre, la brique, la pierre, la peinture, le 
ciment, la chaux, les piéces de plomberie, les fournaises, etc. On espére que ces exemptions 
aideront 4 restaurer la consiruction 4 son activité normale qui s'est considérablement ralentie 
les huit derniéres années. 

Aucune modification au tarif des douanes n’a été proposée en attendant une conclusion satis- 
faisante des négotiations qui se poursuivent actuellement. Les pages 6 et 8 donnent ur graphique 
et un tableau soulignant les principales statistiques des deux derniéres années fiscales. 
Production de papier 4 journal 

En mai la production canadienne de papier 4 journal s’éléve 4 207,678 tonnes, diminution 
de 33-1 p.c. par rapport aux 310,650 tonnes le mois correspondant l’an dernier. Les cing pre- 
miers mois de l’année le total est de 28-3 p.c. inférieur 4 celui de la méme période de 1937. La 
période écoulée de cette année la production est de 1,058,177 tonnes. 


Contrats adjugés 

La construction et les travaux du génie montrent une activité croissante comme la saison 
avance, les contrats adjugés en mai dépassant ceux d’avril de 23-7 p.c. Ils donnent un total 
de $18,600,000, contre $15,000,000 le mois précédent. La construction de logements, couvrant 
2,634 entreprises ($7,722,400), se préte & une comparaison favorable avec mai 1937, alors que 
2,070 contrats ont été accordés ($6,460,400). Les constructions commerciales augmentent 
également de 649 entreprises ($5,044,000) en mai 1937 & 731 ($5,404,000) en mai 1938. Il y 
a une légére diminution dans la construction industrielle, de $1,535,500 & $1,353,000, et un 
déclin substantiel dans l’activité du génie. 


Prix de gros 

Le déclin des prix de gros, visible en avril, se continue la premiére partie de mai. Les der- 
niéres semaines ils présentent de la résistance aux conditions de la dépression. Les rapports 
sur les cultures ont une influence considérable sur les prix du blé et les perspectives des récoltes 
de l’Amérique du Nord sont particuliérement bonnes. L’indice tombe de 83-9 4 77-2, le plus 
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bas point depuis novembre 1936. Sur le marché de Liverpool les prix du blé s’orientent a la 
baisse en mai. Pendant un certain temps la sécheresse en Europe a favorisé le maintien des 
prix et l’on a interprété comme important le fait que I’Italie avait recours aux mélanges de farine. 
La derniére partie du mois les pluies se sont avérées bienfaisantes en plusieurs endroits du conti- 
nent européen ainsi qu’au Royaume-Uni et le marché a montré une faiblesse prononcée. Aux 
Etats-Unis l’opinion veut qu’il y ait une production totale d’un billion de boisseaux, compa- 
rativement & 874,000,000 l’an dernier. Sur le marché britannique le plomb est dans un état 
de dépression et les prix sont les plus bas depuis 1935. Le cours du cuivre électrolytique décline 
en mai, le marché étant dominé par la dépression qui régne aux Etats-Unis. En prévision de 
la faible demande de la part des consommateurs, le zinc éprouve une difficulté de plus en plus 
grande 4 se maintenir. La demande de nickel de la part de l’Angleterre et pour exportation 
est plus paisible, mais les cours restent inchangés. 

Coftt de la vie 

Les réductions modérées des denrées alimentaires et du combustible, partiellement com- 
pensées par une avance assez substantielle des loyers, ont eu pour résultat de faire décliner 
Yindice général du cofit de la vie au Canada de 84-3 en avril 4 84-2 en mai. Le groupe des 
produits alimentaires a reculé de 78-8 & 77-7, influencé par des déclins dans les ceufs, le beurre 
et les pommes de terre. En général les prix de la viande donnent une moyenne plus forte qu’en 
avril. Une réduction dans le sous-indice du charbon, de 86-9 A 86-4, et dans celui du coke, de 
87-4 4 85-7, a fait reculer l’indice du combustible de 86-2 4 85-9. Le relevé des loyers en mai 
indique que Ceux-ci augmentent encore graduellement et lindice de ce groupe est de 90-3 
contre 89-0 en octobre. 

Secours 

En avril 1938 environ 169,000 personnes parfaitement employables recoivent des secours 
autres qu’agricoles, diminution de 31 p.c. sur avril 1937, alors que le total était de 245,023. En 
avril la situation accuse une diminution de 3-3 p.c. sur le mois précédent. 

Le grand total préliminaire des personnes recevant de l’assistance autre que celle donnée 
aux fermiers, y compris les inemployables, les partiellement et parfaitement employables ainsi 
que celles A la charge des chefs de famille, est de 632,000 en avril dernier, diminution de 24-2 
p.c. sur avril 1937 et de 3-2 p.c. sur mars dernier. Les chiffres du début d’avril indiquent que 
90,000 fermiers recoivent des secours. Ceux-ci et leurs familles comptent pour une population 
agricole de 406,000 Ames. 

Ventes au détail 

En avril les ventes au détail au Canada font un gain de 17 p.c. sur celles de mars et sont de 
4 p.c. plus considérables que celles d’avril 1937, d’aprés les rapports d’un nombre représentatif 
de firmes dans 13 genres d’affaires. Les ventes des magasins de bonbons accusent une augmen- 
tation de 61 p.c. sur avril l’an dernier; les bazars, 14; les épiceries et les boucheries, 9; les véte- 
ments pour femmes, 7; les teintureries et établissements de nettoyage, 6; les vétements pour 
hommes, 5; les magasins 4 rayons, 3. 

Ventes des magasins A rayons 

En mai les ventes des magasins 4 rayons au Canada sont de 8 p.c. inférieures 4 celles de 
mai l’an dernier et environ 8 p.c. inférieures A celles d’avril: L’indice non ajusté, sur la base 
de 1930 =100, est de 73-3, comparativement 4 79-9 en mai 1937 et 79-5 en avril 1938. Aprés 
ajustements pour les différences dans le nombre de jours ouvrables et les variations saisonniéres, 
les ventes sont de 7 p.c. inférieures 4 celles de mai l’an dernier et d’environ 3 p.c. au-dessous 
de celles d’avril cette année. 


Recettes du Dominion 

<n mai les recettes ordinaires du gouvernement fédéral s’élévent 4 $113,900,000, augmenta- 
tion de $14,300,000 sur le méme mois de 1937, alors qu’elles étaient de $99,600,000. Les recettes 
spéciales ajoutent encore au total et le portent 4 prés de $114,000,000, contre $100,000,000 
environ. Les recettes du mois sont les suivantes (chiffres de mai 1937 entre parenthéses): 
douanes, $7,293,106 ($8,712,926); accise, $4,463,487 ($4,329,850); taxes d’accise, taxes de vente 
et timbres, $14,408,125 ($15,525,160); impdét sur le revenu, $84,165,239 ($67,316,809); Postes, 
$2,600,766 ($2,600,750); divers départements, $966,402 ($1,115,074); recettes spéciales, $95,828 
($371,720). 

Les dépenses totales ordinaires du gouvernement s’élévent 4 $38,700,000, contre $37,600,000 
en mai 1937. 
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LA SITUATION AUX ETATS-UNIS 


Le volume de I’activité industrielle aux Etats-Unis décline encore en mai. Le taux hebdo- 
madaire des opérations des aciéries continue de baisser et la derniére semaine du mois il est 4 
un niveau de 26 p.c. seulement du rendement normal. Les prix des principaux métaux non 
ferreux tombent—le cuivre, de 10 49 cents la livre; le plomb, de 4-50 a 4 cents; le zinc, de 4-15 
& 4 cents. La valeur des contrats de construction n’est pas grandement changée le mois sous 
revue. Aprés ajustement saisonnier la production d’automobiles décline pour le septiéme mois 
consécutif. Les achats de soie par les filatures en mai diminuent plus que pour la saison aprés 
avoir montré une augmentation ajustée les quatre mois précédents. Les chargements de wagons 
déclinent encore et atteignent le plus bas niveau de tout mois des cing derniéres années, aprés 
ajustement saisonnier. Les cultures de blé d’hiver se sont améliorées; les estimations privées 
placent la production 4 1,070,000,000 de boisseaux, y compris le blé de printemps. Si cette 
estimation se réalise, une augmentation marquée des stocks sera inévitable. La production 
d’énergie électrique reste inchangée en mai et concorde avec les perspectives saisonniéres. Une 
reprise du marché des valeurs atteint sont point culminant le 9 mai, suivie de déclins continus 
vers la fin du mois. La moyenne des utilités publiques accuse un gain net de 1-2 p.c. au cours 
du mois, tandis que la moyenne de tous les titres tombe de 3-6 p.c. Le marché des valeurs 
est inactif et les opérations spéculatives rétrogradent au plus bas point pour tout mois au cours 
de 15 ans environ, & l'exception de septembre 1934. Les bons du Trésor sont fermes, le rende- 
ment moyen déclinant de 2-15 p.c. & 2-13 p.c. 


LA SITUATION AU ROYAUME-UNI 


La production industrielle au Royaume-Uni montre un déclin plus grand que le mois pré- 
cédent. La situation est affectée par la contraction persistante de la production mondiale, 
du commerce et des prix et par la baisse continuelle des nouvelles immobilisations dans le marché 
domestique pour fins commerciales. Les derniers rapports et les derniéres statistiques n’indi- 
quent pas un changement prochain de l’orientation 4 la baisse des affaires anglaises en dépit 
des dépenses croissantes pour la défense. La production de charbon montre une tendance a 
la baisse, résultat du ralentissement de l’activité domestique industrielle et du commerce inter- 
national. La production de fer et d’acier montre une diminution soudaine en avril, la production 
de lingots et de coulages d’acier étant plus faible qu’en tout mois correspondant depuis 1935. 
Les stocks de plusieurs fonderies et aciéries s’accumulent et l’approvisionnement de fer-blanc 
diminue par suite d’une réduction drastique de la production. Le volume des nouveaux con- 
trats pour fer et acier est faible ces derniéres semaines et il y a indication que quelques con- 
sommateurs demandent de différer les livraisons des contrats existants. Contrairement aux 
perspectives antérieures, l’activité dans les métiers de la construction se maintient mieux qu’en 
plusieurs autres industries. Les permis émis par 143 autorités locales révélent un déclin de 
moins de 24 p.c. dans la valeur des plans approuvés par rapport au mois correspondant |’an 
dernier. Les acheteurs de produits de coton agissent avec une extréme circonspection au cours 
du mois 4 cause du manque de confiance dans les prix courants et de la nervosité causée par 
la situation politique. Les opérations de |’industrie de la rayonne sont déprimées ces derniéres 
semaines. Les importations de laine brute les quatre premiers mois sont un tantinet plus con- 
sidérables que la méme période de 1937. 

Le premier trimestre de l’année courante l’indice officiel de la production industrielle en 
Grande-Bretagne montre une augmentation de 1-1 p.c. sur la méme période de |’an dernier, 
mais une diminution de prés de 3 p.c. comparativement au dernier trimestre de 1937. C’est 
la plus faible augmentation en tout trimestre au cours des cing derniéres années. Pendant 
cette période le taux annuel moyen d’expansion est d’environ 8} p.c. Les derniéres estima- 
tions du chémage, le 7 juin, font voir une hausse de 31,041 sans-travail pour le mois et de 382,000, 
comparativement 4 l’an dernier. Le 16 mai les sans-travail se chiffrent 4 1,778,805; il y a une 
augmentation marquée dans les industries du coton et du charbon. Le ministére du Travail 
attribue cette augmentation a l’enregistrement des jeunes qui ont quitté l’école 4 Paques. Les 
personnes employées forment un total de 11,375,000, c’est-a-dire 15,000 de moins que le mois 
précédent.
